NAVAL DISCIPLINE.

Nine Jolly Tars Doa’s Like to Cat fee In Cold
Weather—They are Drummed O League
Islnod in Usnsequeacs.

Yesterday morning nine of Ugcle Sam’s mari-
ners came to grief in o carious way., The nine
men in gnestion, who belonged to the company
of the sbip St Louis, had been ordered Lo cut
ice for storuge in the ice-houss from which the
officers and men on doty at Leagne Isiand are
supplied in summer, The weather was rather
cold, wnd the work consequently rather dis-
tasteful. The nine tars kept at it fora lime,
but finally coneluded 1 sucenmb to the weather
and adjonrn to taeir comfortable quarters on
board the 8i. Louls, Thia they did without
orders or leave, and made their complaint to
the ofticer of the deck. This officer referred
the matter to the execotive officer of the
statlon, who at once had the niwe men ranged
in o row on deck, and placed in double irons
for refuslng to do duty. They were then sant
below, but io & short time their lrons were re-
moved by order of the commodore of the sta-
tion, and the sensitive eeamen were paild up iu
full and mustered oat of the naval service,
They were marchied off the island under guard,
and set atliberiy at the gates, from which they
made thelr way to the citv on foot, It is more
than probable that they are now repentiog the
weakuness for warmth which induced them to
avandon their work on the ice,
